If N2CX trusts the Radio Shack metal oxide power resistors at RF, so can you 
:-) He said he checked them 5 years ago, and I thought I checked them myself 
much later than that but I was wrong. I checked my old Idea Exchange columns 
in the QRP Quarterly and found that it was also about that long ago, in the 

October 1997 issue. 


I had soldered two of those 100 ohm, 1 watt metal oxide resistors from Radio 
Shack onto a BNC chassis socket (the style with 4 screw holes), keeping the 
leads as short as possible. I tested the load on a network analyzer (HP 
8753C) and it looked pretty good up to 2 meters and higher. At 144 MHz the 
SWR was still only 1.04:1, and 1.12:1 at 450 MHz. 


I don't know if they still have them, but at the time they also sold a 50 
ohm 10 watt power resistor. I tried one of those, which is a ceramic, 
wirewound unit. As expected, the performance was horrible and it was 
reported in the same issue. That's not an indictment of Radio Shack 
components but a simple fact of physics. A wirewound resistor is--surprise, 
surprise!--wound with wire. And lots of it. I also tried a pair of the 100 
ohm 10 watt wirewound resistors they had, 2 in parallel to give 50 ohms, and 
results were also quite poor as expected. 


Finally, within the last year or so someone on QRP-L asked about those 8 ohm 
power resistors they sell which are plainly marked "noninductive." They 
wondered if 6 could be put in series to make 48 ohms and be a reasonably 
good load. Again, the answer is "forget about it!" I reported on this test a 
few issues ago, and they were quite poor at HF. BTW, if you looked closely 
at the package you'd see the fine print that indicates they are noninductive 
for audio frequencies :-) 


Here's some selected data from my tests-- 


50 ohms, 10 watts wirewound: 300 KHz, SWR 1.03:1; 4 MHz, 1.38:1; 8 MHz, 1.9; 
14.5 MHz, 3.05; 21 MHz, 4.78; 30 MHz, 7.6 


100 ohms, 10 watts wirewound, 2 in parallel: SWR at 4 MHz, 1.3:1; 14.5 MHz, 
2.42; 25 MHz, 4.2; 30 MHz, 5.3 


8 ohms wirewound, 6 in series for 48 ohms: SWR at 1 MHz, 1.13:1; 7 MHz, 
2.04; 14 MHz, 3.8; 28 MHz, 9.9 


The conventional wisdom is correct--don't trust wirewound power resistors at 
RF.

Hey folks: 


For those of you who are familier with the Ten Tec 1340, I need some 


advise. I've just finished phase 3 of the build and it doesn't seem 
that the circuit is oscillating. 


The service check at this point requires that you test the circuit for 
a signal somewhere around 7 mhz with a freq counter or another 
receiver. I don't have a freq counter so using my TS 930 as a 
receiver and I've been from 6 mhz to 8 mhz and I can't find anything 
that seems to be created by my 1340. 


So, I'm looking for suggestions as to how I go about checking to see 
if the circuit is working and if it isn't, where my problem is at. 
( RF probe?? ) 


I've checked and double checked to be sure that all componants are in 
correctly and that I have no solder bridges. Please ingore my 
stupidity as the only way to learn is to ask!!

The new camera does 896 by 600 pixels in color or B&W 

and they take up much more room than the old 640 by 480 

that I used previously. Also the new camera has macro 
capability along with the LCD display I don't have to retake 
pictures that aren't aligned properly. I'm still experimenting 
with lighting and ISO-speeds to get the right contrast.

I have no problem doing a lookup on nOrc.us here, although I do not get 
a 'whois' response for it (strange). I registered n7xy.net here and 
have seen .com and .org used with callsigns as well. it does take a 
day or so for the DNS information to propagate. I think there have 
been some big changes with .us recently. It used to be only available 
to governmental groups under each state as the second-level domain. I 
suspect that with so many different organizations performing the 
registration function that a bit of confusion is to be expected. 


With competition for registration, the prices have dropped quite a bit 
(there is quite a wide range, I pay $9.85/year). One neat thing I got 
with my domain registration is that it will do MX for email and forward 
everything to my real email address (although I could run a SMTP server 
if I wished to do so).
